INDIAN -LORE TOLD 


Members of the Kerisan Indian 
tribe, who occupy the Acoma 
pueblo situated on a high rocky 
plateau in New Mexico, have 
given many an unusual superstiti- 
tion to Indian folk lore in the 
Southwest. 

Among these beliefs are many 
pertaining to lightning. In the 
early days they would not eat 
fish or kill frogs and pollywogs, 
or even disturb frog eggs because 
they believed that these things 
would cause lightning to strike 
them. 

Another act causing this curse 
to strike was the telling of a lie. 
During a storm, members of the 
tribe scold those that are in the 
habit of telling lies by saying, 
“tell a lie now and lightning will 
strike you sure.” 

Superstitions concerning death 
and disease are numerous among 
the tribe. They are afraid to cross 
a snake track without brushing a 
path through; failure to do this 
caused the person to contract a 
disease. They believe that the 
howling of a dog a night will 
cause a death in the family; child- 
ren are not allowed to play with 
rabbit fur, nor is it used for 
clothes, because of the fear that 
it will cause cramps. 

A tribal belief which amuses 
present day youth is found in the 
adage: Do not smoke at a young 
age for it will cause the ankles 
and knee joints to crack, and 
tears to run from the eyes. 

Superstitious beliefs concernin~ 
the weather are also found among 
the Acomas. It is thought that the 


People still believe these things. 
Superstition still clings to Friday 
the 13th. 

Why? 

Investigation shows that the 
combined bad luck of the number 
13 and the day Friday are the 
basis for the reputation which, 
even in enlightened times, sur- 
rounds Friday the 13th. Christians 
connect Friday with Christ’s cruci- 
fixtion on Good Friday. Moham- 
medans believed that Friday ws 
the day that the first man yielded 
to temptation and was expelled 
from Paradise. Ancient pagans 
traced bad luck to their marriage 
day, again Friday. 

Thirteen men sat at Last Sup- 
with religion and bad luck. Scan- 
dinavian mythology made Loki, 
god of all things evil, the 13th of 
the Aesir, the Demigods. 


Thirteen men sat at the Last 
Supper, thus contributing to the 
unsavory reputation of the num- 
ber 13. Mathematicians are will- 
ing to believe that 18, most stub- 
born of numbers, is unlucky sole- 
ly because it is difficult to work 
with.
